' Sixth Fortnight Crop Report 

Growth of the new crop in practical- 
ly all parts of the province has been 
retarded by the cool weather of the 
past fortnight, and in many  distriots 
the grain has been almost at a stand- 
stifl. .The past week, however, has 
seen the advent of warmer weather, 
and during the past five days the crops 
have been brought to the stage where 


more rain is necessary to maintain 


healthy growth. This feature of the} 


situation is emphasized in nearly all 
reports received, in some districts the 
need of moisture being urgent. 

The south-west part of the province 
has been favored with an abundance 
of rain during the past fortnight, and 
is to-day showing the most s2tisfact- 
tory conditions with respect to the 
growing crops. South of Calgary to 
the international border rain has been 
general in nearly every, locality. 

The south-eastern part of the prov- 
ince is still much’in need. of rain, only 
local showers having visited. this’ ter- 
ritory’in the past two weeks. 

In the central and northern parts of 
the province the grain though greatly 
retarded by the backward weather, is 
showing a fairly healthy growth, and 
‘has been considerably. benefited by the 
belated warm weather, but is in need 
of rain.at this date. 

General rains will be needed over 
most of this territory within the next 
week if the grain is to continue sat- 
isfactory progress. The crops in the 
Grande Prairie and Peace River dis- 
tricts show some improvement since 
last report, owing to showers of rain 
which visited these districts in that 
period, but further rains will be need- 
ed shortly. — 

Frost occurre1 on several occasions 
since last report, and grain in some 
districts suffered slightly. Grasshopp- 
ers have. shown up seriously in some 
localities, but are well under control 
and will cause little damage to grain. 

The first cutting of alfalfa in the 
southern districts is: now under way, 
and the crop appears to be satisfactory 
Pasturage is rather poor on account of 
lack of moisture.

Elimination of Degeneration Potato 
Diseases. 
Degeneration diseases 
are those such as mosaic, leaf curl, 
curly dwarf, spindle tuber and the like 


|iwhich «are known to be spread in the 


field by aphids, plant ‘lice, and. which 
can only be eliminated by removing 
the source of infection, The source in 
every case can be traced to tubers 
which were formed in liseased hills 
the previous yeat. The aphils feed on 
the plants arising from these tubers, 
and when they goto healthy ones 
they carry some of the infection with 
them, and in the course of feeding, in- 
oculate the juice from the diseased 
plant into the healthy one. In_ the 
course of a few tweeks the formerly’ 
healthy plant is diseased. 

.In_ order to prevent the spread of 
these degeneration diseases it is neces 
sary to go through the field about the 
time the plants are eight to ten inches 
high and pull out all that appear un- 
desirable. In doing this be sure to ré- 
move the entire plant system, includ- 
ing the seed piece. The removal

A party of 50 Australian boys 
will be the guests of the Exhibition 
at Toronto from August 30th to 
September 8rd. They are public 
school boys from all parts of Aus- 
tralia and their visit to Toronto will 
be made on their way home from 
the British Empire hibition. 


British Columbia is now the third 
manufacturing province of Canada, 
with 2,678 manufacturing estab- 
lishMents, over 41,000 employees, 
ye Sah ee amounting to near- 
ly $226,000,000 and a value of 
products of approximately $260,- 
000,000, according to Government 
statistics. 


New Brunswick in 1923 produced 
more coal than at any other time 
‘in her history. The output for the 
year exceeded that df 1922 by more 
than 12,000 tons and amounted to 
251,091 long tons. It is estimated 
that this industry. creates a value 
of over $1,100,000 annually, most 
of which goes out in supplies and 
wages for. thé benefit of the 
province. ‘ 


What will probably be the last 
fs round-up of horses-in the West 
will take place shortly in the range 
country south-east of Calgary, Al- 
berta, for the. purpose of clearing 
the range of stray horses. The 
horses will be gathered in one cen- 
tral corral, where owners may 
claim their animals, It is antic- 
ipated that about 10,000 animals 
will be secured. The Department 
of Agriculture is ‘supervising the 
arrangements. He 

Unstinted praise from prominent 
citizens and the press of Alberta is 
given the Canadian Pacific Railway 
in connection with the Company’s 
recently announced branch line con- 
struction program, affecting the 
southern portion of the provincé, 
C. R. Mitchell, member of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature for Bow Valley, 
describes the announcement as the 
most. important made in many 
years. 


“Perhaps the most noteworthy 
fact we discovered was the vastly 
improved psychology of the people 
of the west to that which existed 
& year ago,” commented E. W. 
Beatty, President of the. Canadian 
Pacific Railway, on his return from 
a recent inspection of the Com- 
pany’s property. “They are full of 
hope and confidence and realize, as 
the east should realize, the tremen- 
dous benefit to the whole of Car 


ada of a second consecutive large 


harvest.” 


The number of big industrial un- 
dertakings projected for immediate 
construction on the coast. of Brit- 
ish Columbia provides a striking in- 
dication of how that province is 
going ahead. A $400,000 logging 
railway up the Shehalis River .Val- 
ley, a $1,000,000 mill plant at Che- 
maimus, a $200,000 amusement cen- 
tre at Victoria aad a $200,000 saw- 
mill at Port Coquitlam, with about 
$10,000,000 in power plants in the 
Seave Lake District are some of 
the more important and a host of 
smaller projects are also under way. 


Practically all Canada’s produc- 
tion of newsprint for export in 
March was absorbed by the United 
States. Of March shipments 
amounting to 127,583 tons valued 
at $9,756,530, the United States re- 
ceived 125,848 tons, valued’ st 9,- 
617,828. The only other Cafadian 
exports of newsprint of importance 
were 599 tons to South Africa and 
1,037 tons to New Zealand.’ It is 
expected that April shipments will 
show an even greater proportion 
of censignments to the United 
States. 


The concentration camp for emi- 
grants to Canada and the United 
States maintained by the Canadian 
‘Pacific Railway and other steam- 
ship companies, is located at South- 
ampton, England. It has an aver- 
-age daily attendance of 600 and, on 
some days, the number’ is about 
1,000.
